Eight Bodies Already Taken Out.

HAMILTON, Ontario, Aug. 1.—Eight 


bodies hnvo been taken from tho ruins 
ot the Hamilton Insane Asylum 'which 
was destroyed by flre early today, and 
It Is feared there aro many additional 
Itodles In the rums which aro now bo- 
Ing searched. 


There were t!00 patients In the in- 


stitution when Iho fire broke out nnd 
ST., considered among the most danger- 
ous, wore conllued on tho fifth door." 
The asylum was located on the moun- 
tain outside the city, and in an almost 
Inaccessible position, so far as the city 
firemen wcro concerned. 


The lire waa marked by a display ot 


:hciolsin on tho part of the doctors, 
rnuuea and attendants seldom equalled 


In tho history of Canada. Many of tho 
patients were absolutely helpless from 
diseases that confined them to their 
rooms. Others, their reason gone, 
saw in the leaping flames and crack- 
ling cnincra a splendid spectacle pre- 
sented for their entertainment. The 
result was that In numerous Instances 
'tho Inmates had to be fairly lifted on 
tho shoulders ot the hospital attend- 
ants nnd curried Into the 
roadway. 


Moat of the fatalities occurred on tho 
top floor. Strong wire netting across 
the windows prevented tho firemen 
from reaching them quickly, but fire

Under tho protection of thu troopcva, 
ho was placed in the Smlthton lockup, 
and wan taken to tho Grconsburg jail 
this morning.
